the ſaliva'of a young dog, although it has ef-

The plea 550 empirics is, that ſeldom doth 
any diſtemper appear in any perſon, as deſcribed 
* any ſyſtematical writer, and therefore facts 
are only to be relied on, Certainly, many cir- 
cumſtances may occur, to vary the appearance 
of an illneſs in different conſtitutions and ſitu- 
ations; but whoever is furniſhed with a ſum- 
mary of the ſeveral ſymptoms of a diſeaſe, wil 
be the readier to relieve the diſtreſſed, than by 
following indiſcriminately the ſame methodin 
every caſe, becauſe he law it ſucceed in one.
